The Chairman theu introduced Klder Fow. 
ler, of Newmarket, as llie next tpeaker. 

Klder Fowler commenced his speech by 
tajing— it afforded him great pleasure lo 
tUr.il before them and say a few words in be- 
half of the temperance cause. He had 00 fig. 
urea to givn them ; and indeed, he thought It 
quite unnecessary lo add to Ihe array of num- 
bers presented by the previous speaker. Bul 
while Mr. Terry was addressing the assembly, 
lie was endeavoring lo contemplate the enor- 
mous coit and mighly flood nf intoxicating 
driiivs ; and it made him startle to thiuk how 
many were now 00 il» troubled bosom and be- 
ing borne down, down, lo drunkenness. Tern- 
pcrarice.rocn had said, its current shall be 
slated; but it really seemed, with all Ibeir 
eflorli, that drunkenness was, on the increase 
— and crime on live increase, as a necessary re* 
suit. If the traffic was to be stopped, there 
was really n work to do. (Hear, hear ) Sons 
of Temperance must not content Ihemwlvef 
bj merely having a name among ihe temper- 
ance ho»l ; but must unite heartily, with kind- 
red organisations, to coiinleiacl the efforts put 
forth by those engaged in the traffic. 'IV 
evil v/as deep-rooted ; and unTortuoately for 
ihe ttinperanee cause, wa\ 'to n rery greal 
extent, confined to lhat class bf society not 
ea'-ily reached by moral $uau0n^ There was 
a want of sufficient intelligence to enable them 
to comprehend ihe extent ol ihe evil j and 
hence it stss difficult to make a lasting impres- 
won. To slem the traffic, therefore, wai not 
the work of a day ; snd many present here 
this day might calculate to go down to Ihcir 
gravel j without seeing llie object io view ac- 
complished, iiul ibere was a deep moral prio- 
ciple and sentiment included ; and as sure as 
Cod is tree, 10 sure would right principles 
eventually triumph. (Hear, hear.) And in 
pronotli&n as they could make the people feel 
their responsibility, just in that proportion the 
cause, would be effectual and lasting. He 
thoujM they should organize Into districts— 
have line upon lino and precept upon preeapt, 
— talk aad argue the qseitioo with everyone ; 
and as certainty as Utnjwra&ee men go to work 
lalbtl wa»,j«l so certainly they would rt- 
joice io sober coihm unities. Ar^f when they 
went to the polls— eitheir municipal or Lt trie.

He 
liked to see religion in its place, end trmjier- 
once and everything: else, in its place. He 
cousidored.lhnt temperance w.os Iho hand- 
maid of religion, end ihendvnnceaientof iho 
one enlarged the borders, of the oilier.
